Court Of Appeals 


Gives OK To 
Co-op Plant 


The U, S, Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals has denied 
an application for a re- 
hearing by Alabama Power 
Company on its court battle 
to halt the construction of 
a generating plant on the 
Tombigbee River by Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative 
Inc. 

The entire court, in a 
unanimous decision, denied 
the Alabama Power Com- 
pany’s effort to seek a re- 
hearing on adecision by the 
court earileir this spring 
upholding Alabama Elect- 
ric’s right to build the 
plant and to enter into 35 
year power supply 
tracts with the rural dis- 
tribution cooperatives it 
serves, 

The Fifth Circuit Court 
decision last April upheld 
an earlier decision in a 
lower court on the case 
which has _ been pending 
since 1962, The generating 
plant near Jackson which 
is the subject of the court 
battle is nearly completed 
and is expected to go into 
Operation this fall,

If you are disabled and 
the widow of a man who 
was insured under social 
security at his death, you 
may be able to get monthly 
cash payments. Before the 


recent changes, a widow 
could get monthly checks 
before age 60 only is she 
had in her care a child 
entitled to benefits on her 
husband’s record, Now, a 
widow who is unable to 
work because of severe 


disability may be able to 
get monthly checks as early 
as age 50. 

A woman who was di- 
yorced from her husband 
after being married to him 
20 years or more may also 
be eligible for disabled 
widow’s benefits if he was 
contributing or under a 
court order to contribute 
to her support at the time 
of his death, 

The people at the Dothan 
Social Security Office will 
be glad to help you apply 
for these benefits and tell 
you what youneed with your 
claim, The office is located 
in the Federal Building, 100 
West Troy Street and is 
open from 8:45 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m.
